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Business 
plan call 
in fight 
over hall 

RESIDENTS fighting to 
save a closed-down meeting 
hall in Halesowen have been 
challenged to draw up a 
viable business plan by 
council bosses. 

But the group of cam¬ 
paigners from Hasbury have 
been warned they have just 
weeks to submit their 
detailed proposal for the for¬ 
mer Sons of Rest Building. 

The building, on land 
between Alexandra Road 
and Wall Well, had been 
home to Huntingtree 
Seniors Leisure Centre until 
it was closed last year by the 
council. 

At a public meeting at The 
Huntingtree pub on Tues¬ 
day, Mohammed Farooq, 
assistant director of law and 
governance at Dudley Coun¬ 
cil, said the council had 
found no future use for the 
site. 

He added there had been 
“significant” interest in the 
building and land since 
April. 

He told residents: “The 
position the council is in now 
is that it is happy to consider 
any ideas you have, but they 
must be in a detailed busi¬ 
ness plan and with figures.” 

He added: “It would have 
to be a strong business case. 

“We have had a signifi¬ 
cant amount of interest, for 
not just residential uses. 
The sums of money the local 
authority are being offered 
are substantial.” 

Thugs ruin 
230 shelters 

THUGS smashed more than 
200 bus shelters in Dudley 
over the past year. 

New figures reveal 230 
shelters were targeted in 
Dudley, at a cost of £13,800. 
Some 928 of the 5,004 shelters 
in Wolverhampton, Sandwell, 
Walsall and Dudley have been 
damaged by vandals. 

It has cost the taxpayer 
nearly £60,000 to repair or 
replace them. 

It happened between the 
end of March 2011 and the 
beginning of April this year. 

Councillor Judy Foster said 
the vandalism was 
“appalling”. 


YELTZ BOSS IS HERO 
Of M5 COACH SCARE

HALESOWEN Town owner Steve Lynch has been hailed a 
hero after steering the club coach to safety in a motorway 
accident where two wheels came off the vehicle carrying 
players, club officials and fans. 


Police were called to the accident which happened on the M5 close to J1 at West 
Bromwich at around 8pm on Saturday as the coach was travelling from an FA Trophy 
tie. They set up rolling road blocks on the motorway to ensure all the passengers could 
leave without injury and allow recovery vehicles to tow the coach away. 

Mr Lynch was driving the 51-seater 
coach back from their 2-2 FA Trophy Pre¬ 
liminary Round draw at Biggleswade 
Town when it skidded towards the hard 
shoulder. 

Chairman Colin Brookes said the expe¬ 
rience was terrifying but said they had all 
been very lucky. 

He paid tribute to Mr Lynch, a Stafford¬ 
shire businessman who took over the club 
last year, for saving their lives. 

He said: “Everyone was saying Steve 
had saved our lives. 

“He’s so unassuming though, he said he 
always had it under control.” 

Mr Brookes said the coach was on its 
journey home when the accident hap¬ 
pened. 

Terrifying 

“It was terrifying. We were coming back 
near West Bromwich and Oldbury and 
everyone was laughing and joking when 
you heard an almighty bang. 

“You could see Steve and he was fighting 
with it and we were being dragged to the 
hard shoulder. 

“Some of the players then looked out of 
the window and said ‘they’re our wheels’ 
and they were bouncing down the motor¬ 
way. 

“After about 200 or 300 yards we were 
right up against the wall and we’d 
stopped,” he said. 

“The police were there in minutes and 
we weren’t far from home so all the play¬ 
ers phoned their families. 

“When we got to the next junction there 
were the wheels, resting peacefully in the 
hard shoulder about 100 yards apart. 

“The police were saying if it was the out¬ 
side wheels then they would have been 
dealing with a serious incident. We’re very 
lucky.”

Dog dies as 
tumble dryer 
sparks blaze 

A FAMILY pet has died after a tumble dryer 
caught fire causing a severe house blaze in 
the Black Country. 

Father-of-two Steve Howes left the dryer 
going with a load of washing to go to watch 
Wolves play Leicester City on Sunday. 

But he described the shock after receiving 
a call at half-time from the emergency ser¬ 
vices telling him about the blaze at his home 
in Meadow Road, Blackheath, near Hale¬ 
sowen. 

Mr Howes said he dashed home to find 
fire crews had put out the fire which came 
from a tumble dryer underneath the stairs. 

But the 28-year-old said the family’s dog, 
a six-week-old chihuahua called Leah, had 
become overcome by smoke and died. 
Flames had licked across the ceiling, scorch¬ 
ing paintwork and burning wallpaper. 

Windows were smashed as fire crews from 
Cradley Heath and Oldbury tackled the 
blaze which started at around 1pm. 

Neighbours raised the alarm after 
smelling smoke coming from the council- 
owned semi-detached house. 

Mr Howes’ girlfriend Charlie Thomas, 26, 
and the two children had not been at home 
at the time of the accident. 

He said: “It was just a shock to get the call. 
I’m just glad no-one was inside at the time. 
I just left the dryer going, there was only 
about 30 minutes to go.” 

The family paid tribute to neighbours 
who had raised the alarm and offer help and 
support following the fire.

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Injured 
horse is 
dumped 

A HORSE suffering from 
severe head injuries was 
abandoned in a field and 
later died. 

The female piebald cob 
collapsed within hours of 
being found and vets were 
unable to save her, RSPCA 
officials said. 

She was found in a field in 
Ismere, between Kiddermin¬ 
ster and Stourbridge, stag¬ 
gering and soaking wet with 
a bleeding gash to the head. 

The RSPCA was alerted by 
a caller who told them the 
horse was unable to support 
herself and was leaning 
against a stable door. 

When an inspector con¬ 
tacted the caller, the cob had 
collapsed. A vet was called to 
administer emergency treat¬ 
ment. It was found the horse, 
believed to be around two- 
years-old, had severe neuro¬ 
logical damage which could 
not be treated. 

An investigation has now 
been launched to find the 
owners. RSPCA officials said 
they believed it was most 
likely the animal had been 
dumped in the field. 

Inspector Rachel 

Hayward said: “I am com¬ 
pletely shocked someone 
would be so callous and cow¬ 
ardly to dump a sick horse to 
die in a field. It was clear the 
horse required urgent veteri¬ 
nary attention.” 

Award for 
pharmacist 

A PHARMACIST in Dudley 
has won a top award for her 
work with neurology 
patients. 

Dr Janine Barnes, a neu¬ 
rology specialist pharmacist, 
is the Royal Pharmaceutical 
Society’s Clinical Pharma¬ 
cist of the Year. 

The award was given for 
her work setting up a clinic 
for neurology patients, in 
particular those with 
Parkinson’s disease, in 
Dudley. 

The clinic means patients 
are now reviewed more reg¬ 
ularly and closer to home, 
without the need for a 
regular hospital appoint¬ 
ment. 


Grant for centre 

A STOURBRIDGE advice 
and counselling centre is 
battling back from financial 
difficulties after securing 
more funding. 

The What Centre faced an 
uncertain future after 
Dudley Council withdrew a 
£47,000 annual grant two 
years ago. But the centre, in 
Coventry Street, has 
received a £1,234 grant. 


Builder seeks to allay residents' concerns 



A HOUSEBUILDER behind a controversial 
175 home development in a village has hit 
back over concerns from residents. 

Cala Homes says there have been “mis¬ 
conceptions” about its scheme for the new 
homes to be built in Hagley, near Stour¬ 
bridge. 

Regional managing director Darren 
Humphreys said the region was facing a 
major housing shortage which council offi¬ 
cials wanted to address. 

He said the firm would spend around 
£1.7million to pay for improvements to roads 
and boost education in the village to cope 
with the influx of new residents. 


Mr Humphreys said: “We believe that this 
development provides significant benefits 
for Hagley and it is essential that schemes 
such as this go ahead in order to meet the 
future housing needs of local people.” 

He added: “We have listened to those con¬ 
cerns and are keen to put their minds at rest. 
We are facing a major housing shortage.” 

The site is part of the 350-acre Hagley Hall 
estate and is bordered by the A456 Kidder¬ 
minster Road and the A491 Stourbridge 
Road. 

Cala Homes say Bromsgrove District 
Council’s own assessment identified the 
need for between 6,800 and 7,000 new 


houses over the next 18 years. Residents, 
who held a meeting last week to air their 
views on the plans, say nearby routes includ¬ 
ing Kidderminster Road were already 
choked by traffic, without new commuters 
coming to live in the area. 

But Mr Humphreys said Cala will spend 
£lm on improvement works, adding: “The 
new development will increase traffic at 
peak times by less than one per cent. 

“This work will improve the traffic flow so 
that peak period queues are reduced. 
Without the development, this improvement 
work will not go ahead. 

“There simply aren’t the funds available.” 


Mr Humphreys continued: “This is a 
phased development over four to five years, 
so the increase in new residents will begrad- 
ual. As such, we do not expect the impact on 
the admissions for each school year to be sig¬ 
nificant. 

Both Hagley Primary School and Hay- 
bridge High School currently take pupils out 
of the catchment area.” 

Around 40 per cent of the properties will 
be affordable homes. The site will also 
provide 263jobs during construction and the 
potential to provide at least 50 jobs in new 
offices being built. 


Campaigners start battle to 
cut traffic speeds on road 


CAMPAIGNERS have launched a bid to slow 
traffic on a Sedgley road after claiming 
motorists drive at up to 80mph. They have 
pressed Dudley Council officers to hold an 
investigation into safety on Sandyfields Road. 

The council say officials would survey the route between 
Sedgley and Gornal to identify any existing problems with 
excessive speed. Residents and ward councillors claim 
motorists speed along the m by Andrew Turton 
road, especially close to the _ 


entrance of Sedgley Golf 
Centre. 

Concerns were raised as 
the road is often busy with 
visitors heading to Bag- 
geridge Country Park and 
children going to nearby 
Cotwall End Primary 
School. 

Gornal ward councillor 
Dave Branwood said the 
issue had first been raised 
with him during canvassing 
for the May elections. 

He claims the problem is 
worst at night, with resi¬ 
dents reporting motorbikes 
racing at speeds of 70 to 
80mph. 

“We wanted an investiga¬ 
tion into what can be done to 
put an end to dangerous 
driving along this stretch of 
road,” he said. 

“This was a pledge that I 
made to people who I spoke 
to in the run-up to the elec¬ 
tion and I wanted to follow 
through with that vow. 

“If it is proved that the 
traffic is reaching excessive 


speeds, then a full consulta¬ 
tion exercise would take 
place to gain residents’ 
views.” 

Councillor Branwood 
added the consultation 
would take place before any 
new measures to calm the 
speeds were introduced. 

Resident John Powell, 
who lives near the golf 
course, has written to the 
council demanding action 
over the speed vehicles are 
reaching on the roads. 

He said: “The speed of 
traffic on this road is a con¬ 
stant and serious threat to 
the lives and safety of all of 
the residents. 

“Outside my house, regu¬ 
larly, I see cars overtaking 
others in situations that I 
would not attempt on a 
motorway, never mind an 
urban road.” 

Dudley Council’s high¬ 
ways councillor Judy Foster 
said the authority would be 
investigating the complaints 
which have been made.

FRIGHTENED traders in Coseley 
are calling for CCTV cameras to 
be installed in their area after two 
armed robberies and a burglary in 
the past two weeks. 

A pub landlord said Roseville was becom¬ 
ing like the wild west and nearby shopkeep¬ 
ers say security needs to be stepped up to 
prevent any more incidents. 

Two masked men armed with hammers 
and axes threatened staff at the Spar, Castle 
Street, Roseville village, at about 8.40pm on 
September 11. 

They stole the till and cigarettes. 

On September 5 hammer-wielding 
robbers struck at the Coseley Post Office, 
opposite the Spar, stealing a cash box. And 
raiders snatched the safe at Greggs bakery, 
a few shops away, between August 31 and 
September 1. 

Del Bunce, aged 46, who owns Equal Part¬ 
ners hairdressers, said he found his shop’s 
locks had been filled in with a gooey sub¬ 
stance when he arrived for work on Septem¬ 
ber 4. “It’s frightening,” said Mr Bunce. 

“We’ve asked for CCTV in the street and 
more patrols but it’s fallen on deaf ears - the 
police say we don’t have enough trouble 
here..” 

“It’s like the Gunfight at the OK Corral 
here at the moment,” said John Allen, aged 
67, leaseholder of The Royal pub in 
Roseville. Police spokesman Lee Page said: 
“The local neighbourhood policing team will 
be working with local traders to address any 
concerns.”

A £200,000 expansion of a 
brewery has been delayed until 
next month and production will 
not begin until early in 2013, 
bosses have said. 

Holden’s Brewery was given the go-ahead 
to build a three-storey extension at its prem¬ 
ises in George Street, Woodsetton, in July.

But they have announced building work 
would not begin until October 1 with the 
scheme scheduled for completion in late 
December. Production at the expansion will 
then begin early in the New Year. The exist¬ 
ing site will remain open while the building 
work takes place. 

Bosses said the delay had stemmed from 
the scheme being changed from a two-storey 
to a three-storey development. 

Managing director Jonothan Holden said: 
“Although the council gave us permission 
for the three-storey extension we have had 
to complete other regulatory work to accom¬ 
modate the change. 

“This has caused a slight delay but every¬ 
thing is now on target and work on the 
extension will begin at the start of October. 
Production will begin very early next year 
and we are looking forward to getting 
started.”

Council figure 
dies, aged 75 

A FORMER deputy leader of 
a Black Country council, 
who was instrumental in 
setting up a series of resi¬ 
dents’ groups, has died aged 
75. 

Jeff Fletcher, who held the 
post on Dudley Council in 
1997 to 1998, died at his Eve 
Lane home, in Upper Gornal. He repre¬ 
sented the Castle and Priory ward in Dudley 
for a decade until he retired in 2004. 

The former Labour councillor who was 
behind the launch of resident associations in 
Wren’s Nest and Castle and Priory died sud¬ 
denly on September 12. 

His daughter Andrea said: “He was com¬ 
mitted to making a difference to the lives of 
others through his career and as a family 
man and husband. 

“He was very well respected and will be 
missed by a lot of people.” 

Mayor of Dudley, Councillor Melvyn Mot- 
tram, said: “We are all very saddened to hear 
about the death of former councillor Jeff 
Fletcher, and our thoughts are with his fam¬ 
ily at this time. 

“Personally, I knew him well and we 
served on the council together for a time.” 

A father of three children and grandfather 
of 10, Mr Fletcher is also survived by his 
wife Maureen. 


Meanwhile Polka Dot Paradise, the ladies’ 
clothes shop on the corner of Market Street 
and High Street is closing on September 29, 
with the loss of two jobs, although it will 
continue to trade on the internet.

“This has had a huge effect on footfall in 
the town and, with high rents on private 
properties, logic predicts more shops will 
close.” 

Laura Davies, owner of Polka Dot Para¬ 
dise, has decided to refocus the business 
upon sales on the internet. 

She said: “It’s very sad - everybody trad¬ 
ing in the town is suffering. 

“The car park went, trade has dropped, 
there’s dust and most of the ring road is 
messed up. 

Dudley Councillor Shaukat Ali, cabinet 
member for regeneration, said: “Inevitably, 
during any large scale regeneration works, 
there will be some disruption, and while we 
try to keep this to a minimum, we ask peo¬ 
ple to bear with us because the end results 
will be beneficial to everyone.”

A MASTERPLAN of improve¬ 
ments to create more homes and 
bring new business into Stour¬ 
bridge will be submitted to the 
government early next year. 

It aims to improve pedestrian access to 
the town centre; to create green open space 
along the River Stour and to de-culvert the 
waterway. 

Pathways would be created and nature 
conservation work carried out, with homes 
built within the river corridor north of the 
town. It also includes plans for entertain¬ 
ment and leisure facilities on Canal Street. 

Measures will be introduced to make the 
town centre more attractive. 

Dudley Council has drawn up the Stour¬ 
bridge Area Action Plan for developments 
and investment in the town up to 2026. 

The document was approved for publica¬ 
tion by Dudley Council in March but had to 
be revised after new planning guidelines 
were released by the government. 

The Cabinet were due to approve the new 
version of the plan last week and it will then 
go out to a six-week consultation to start on 
October 1. 

Once this has been completed on Novem¬ 
ber 12 the document will be submitted to the 
Planning Inspectorate in early 2013 and will 
be subject to public scrutiny in the summer. 
If approved, the plan would then be adopted 
in winter 2013. In a report to the Cabinet, 
director of urban environment John Millar 
said: “The plan will set the detailed frame¬ 
work for the development.”

The fire 
station, which will have a glass 


fronted reception area, will be home 
to one engine but have three bays 
for other fire service vehicles. 

The engines will enter and exit 
the station off Halesowen Road, and 
traffic signals will be used to make it 
safe. The station will also see the 
neighbouring Haden Hill Leisure 
Centre gain car parking space. 

Some residents looking at the 
plans welcomed the scheme while 
others still hold concerns. 

Roger King, aged 60, from nearby 
Beauty Bank, said: “We are worried 
about the noise.”

Detailed car park plans 
are set to be drawn up 


DETAILED plans for a long-awaited car 
park in Gornal will be drawn up as work on 
the scheme moves a step forward. A feasibil¬ 
ity study is already being carried out by 
Dudley Council to look at creating spaces on 
land off Abbey Street. 

The study is “progressing well”, accord¬ 
ing to a councillor. Talks to iron out details 
are to take place if the findings of the study 
are favourable. Detailed designs will then be 
drawn up. Plans for a car park in the village 
have been on the drawing board for more 
than 20 years. They have previously stalled 
after a suitable site could not be found. 

Residents and traders in the village have 
always been supportive and say housing 
developments near the village have now 
made more spaces essential. New homes are 


being built at the top of nearby Cinder Road 
and it is expected residents will use services 
in the village. 

If successful, the car park would be 
created on land to the side and behind the 
village’s Darby and Joan Club. 

Councillor Stuart Turner, who is heading 
the campaign for the project, said: “It is 
going well and the feasibility study is contin¬ 
uing and progressing. 

“Talks are also due to be held to look at 
what we are going to do so more detailed 
plans can be drawn up. 

“It is still early days at the moment but I 
can see no reason why this plan should not 
proceed at the present time.” Traders have 
said shoppers are put off coming into the 
village because of parking problems. 


Agony over trial wait 


THE family of Luke Walker 
have spoken of their agony as 
he prepares to go on trial in 
Greece more than two years 
after he was accused of 
killing his girlfriend. 

Relatives and friends of the 24-year- 
old will travel to Crete where Luke has 
been forced to remain since charged. 

Since he was accused of beating 
Chelsea Hyndman to death, his family, 
of Brier ley Hill, have spent tens of 
thousands of pounds preparing a 
defence and travelling back and forth 
to see him at his one-bedroom rented 
apartment. 

The turnover of the family business 
Walker’s Electrics has plummeted by 


80 per cent. But the nightmare ordeal 
could soon come to an end if Luke can 
successfully clear his name when the 
trial begins on October 16. 

“It’s going to be horrendous,” said 
Luke’s father Patrick. I’m dreading it. 
Luke is obviously worried. But he 
wants to get out there and let people 
know that he’s innocent. 

“It’s the only way we can get our 
lives back in order.” 

Supporters have booked a hotel in 
Stallis, just a 25-minute drive from 
Heraklion where the trial will take 
place. It is not known how long the 
hearing will last. 

A total of 11 witnesses will form the 
basis of Luke’s defence - that Chelsea’s 
injuries were caused by a fall on a night 
out rather than, as prosecutors 


suggest, during a fit of jealous rage by 
him. These include six of Chelsea’s 
good friends whom she met while 
working as a waitress in Malia. Mr 
Walker is confident this could swing 
the case in their favour. “These people 
knew Chelsea better than they knew 
Luke but they are going out there to 
support him,” he said. 

“If they thought he was guilty, they 
would not do that.” George Pyromallis 
will be defending Luke. The family got 
rid of their previous solicitor after 
becoming frustrated by his limited 
English. 

“We believe in our solicitor 100 per 
cent,” added Mr Walker, aged 55. “He 
has done cases for English people 
before and has been a breath of fresh 
air. I have full confidence in him.”

Olympics give boost to 
UK employment, claim 


THE Olympics is thought to have 
helped drive a further fall in UK 
unemployment after another leap 
in the number of people in work, 
official figures claim. 

But there was a rise in the number of 
people claiming jobseeker’s allowance in 
Dudley. Nationally, the jobless total fell by 
7,000 in the quarter to July to 2.59 million, 
an unemployment rate of 8.1 per cent. The 
Office for National Statistics said the 
number claiming jobseekers allowance last 
month was 1.57 million, down by 15,000 on 
July. This represents the largest monthly 
fall since June 2010. 

The difference in unemployment 
numbers and claimant count arises as not 
everyone who is unemployed is entitled to 
claim benefit. 

London accounted for 5,500 of the fall in 
the so-called claimant count, suggesting a 
jobs boost from the London Games. 

Across the West Midlands the numbers 
claiming jobseeker’s allowance rose last 
month by 1,376 to 164,666. 

The number claiming jobseeker’s 
allowance in the Dudley borough rose by 100 
in August to 10,316 or 5.4 per cent of the 
working population. The Wyre Forest 
however saw a fall of one to 2,246 or 3.7 per 
cent. 

Nationally, other figures revealed the 
number of part-time workers increased by 
134,000 to reach 8.12m - the highest since 
records began in 1992. 

The number of Britons working part-time 
because they could not find a full-time job 
also hit a record high of 1.42m.

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Incinerator campaigners 
quiz environment chief 


MORE than 150 people packed into a public 
meeting to quiz Worcestershire’s environ¬ 
ment chief on plans for a waste incinerator 
in a village near Kidderminster. 

Residents in Hartlebury were given the 
chance to ask Councillor Anthony Blagg 
about the EnviRecover plant planned for 
the village. It would be open late next year. 

Site bosses say they hope to start building 
work by the end of this year. 

The decision to approve the plans, backed 
by the county council, was announced by 
Communities and Local Government Secre¬ 
tary Eric Pickles in July. 

At the meeting, at Hartlebury Village Hall 
last week, many people wanted to know the 
total cost of the scheme, which was origi¬ 
nally estimated at £120m. Councillor Blagg 


said the full financial details of the contract 
are not yet known but a report is due before 
the county council in November. 

Steve Brown, of North Worcestershire 
Green Party said: “As a taxpayer in Worces¬ 
tershire, I’m quite concerned about the 
impact and the cost that might fall on the 
taxpayer.” 

Councillor Blagg said: “We are working on 
the contract at the moment and the finan¬ 
cial details will be going before both Worces¬ 
tershire and Herefordshire cabinets in 
November.” 

People also wanted to know why the 
Hartlebury site had been chosen. 

Councillor Blagg said officers had started 
with 100 potential sites before whittling 
them down to the Hartlebury site. 


Fury at changes to mot 


CLASSIC car owners have hit out 
at a proposed shake-up of the 
MoT rules which could leave their 
beloved vehicles stuck in the 
garage. 

The European Commission has 
announced a planned reform of the system 
which would mean cars more than 30 years 
old would be exempt from the safety testing. 

But the rule would only apply if there has 
been no change to any components. That 
means an old car fitted with updated parts, 
even if they improved safety, could poten¬ 
tially fail an MoT. 

West Midlands Classic Car Club president 
Maurice Cole said members were concerned. 
West Mids classic car club “Every one of our members is worried 
president Maurice Cole about this - even the owners of vehicles 



which may be exempt from the tests,” said 
Mr Cole, who lives in Dudley. “Many classic 
cars require updated systems to stay on the 
road, but now to find out this may mean they 
will be forced off the road is a concern, I 
don’t get the reasoning behind this.” 

UKIP transport spokesman and West 
Midlands MEP Mike Nattrass said he feared 
the plan would see many modified and 
classic cars disappear from British roads. 

“Under the plans, a vehicle would auto¬ 
matically fail its MoT test if its ‘technical 
specifications’ was found to differ from the 
technical specification it had when it rolled 
off the production line,” he said. “These 
plans are an attack on motorists, classic car 
enthusiasts and the car industry. I will raise 
this issue in the European Parliament and 
fight to put it in reverse,” added Mr Nat¬ 
trass, who owns a 1956 Sunbeam Talbot.

200 photographs of the old 
industries that provided 
the bread and butter of 
most people in the town. 

Many of them are of 
workers at Round Oak 
Steelworks, which 

sprawled across the area 
now occupied by the giant 
Merry Hill shopping

than 4,000, and sausage making factory Marsh & Baxter, 
where more than 1,000 were employed. 

Other companies included in the 128-page paperback 
book include Richard Thomas and Baldwin, the steel 
processor, which was in Brockmoor and provided jobs for 
nearly 1,000 people. 

Brierley Hill Market traders also star in the book, along 
with shopkeepers, local police, fire and transport staff. 

Vanished 

“As we worked on the book it became more and more 
obvious that Brierley Hill is one of those places almost 
totally defined by the work that used to go on there - even 
though many of those industries have vanished,” said Ned, 
aged 68, a tutor organiser for Wolverhampton’s Workers 
Educational Association. 

“The town is still associated with Round Oak Steelworks 
and Marsh & Baxter - and a proper Brierley Hill pedigree 
had dad down the steelworks and mum making sausages, 
with a few examples of gender reversal. 

“Of all the towns I’ve looked at, I have never found one 
more obsessed with the work it used to do.” 

He added: “If you look at Brierley Hill now, I would say 
it is dominated by retailing - but the market traders are 
still there, some of whom have been on their stalls for 50 
years, to give an idea of the heritage and tradition passed 


on.” The book’s cover features a photograph of men 
working on a locomotive as part of the railway system that 
used to carry raw materials and steel around the old Round 
Oak works, which closed in 1980 after around 140 years of 
metal bashing in the town. 

Ned said the history group members had been keen to 
show some of the support work that used to go on in the 
main industries of Brierley Hill - so the Round Oak photo¬ 
graphs highlight the jobs of chemists, draftsmen and engi¬ 
neers as well as those sweating it out by the furnaces. 

Marsh & Baxter, which was between North Street and 
Church Street and had an underground tunnel where the 
pigs used to walk to be slaughtered, started in the town in 
1871 and sold out to FMC - the Fatstock Meat Corporation 
- in the 1960s. 

Photographs from the old sausage factory show workers 
ranging from the slaughtermen to girls dressed in crisp 
white uniforms making pies and sausages. 

Brierley Hill at Work has been published as part of the 
Britain in Old Photographs series produced by The History 
Press. 

It is the Mount Pleasant Local History Group’s third 
book about Brierley Hill and Ned’s 48th about the Black 
Country. 

The volume was released at a book launch recently at 
Bank Street Methodist Church, Bank Street, Brierley Hill. 

The book, priced at £12.99 is available at shops including 
WH Smith and Water stones, Merry Hill.

Nigella returns to dish 
up another tasty treat 


S he’s been off our screens for 
a while now, but it’s probably 
fair to say that Nigella Lawson 
has inspired a whole new 
generation of eager cooks - 
whether they would be mostly of 
the male variety because of her, 
shall we say, descriptive methods 
of demonstration is purely 
speculation - but however she’s 
done it, the Beeb’s number one 
food lady is a wealth of knowledge 
when it comes to all things tasty. 

Through her endless well- 
thought-out telly offerings and a 
number of recipe books over the 
years, Nigella has given us reason 
to stop cowering behind our 
cheesecake when meal-time 
conversation inevitably turns to who 
will be the next poor soul to host 
festivities. 

This time around, in Nigellissima 
(Monday, BBC2,8.30pm), the 
cook is presenting a guide to Italian 
cuisine, keen to demonstrate how 
traditional and exciting meals 
needn’t be a chore to knock up, and 
can actually use ingredients that 


are widely available in most 
supermarkets. It seems like we’re 
fast running out of excuses for 
slobbing out on the sofa and 
ordering takeaways. 

The kitchen set in which she will 
be working her magic has been 
purposely built and modelled 
entirely on her own kitchen at 
home, so she’s bound to be a dab- 
hand, right? Not that that was ever 
in doubt. 

She recently explained, on her 
website blog, the reasons for 
building a replica kitchen for the 
programme, rather than simply 
using her own; “I love my new 
kitchen and would have loved to 
film in it. But with one child doing 
GCSEs, another AS exams and yet 
another A-levels, it would not have 
been a good idea - or even 
possible. So we built a copy of my 
kitchen on set and it feels just like 
home.” 

That’s just as well because Nigella 
prides herself on her home-cooking 
being suitable for bringing together 
even the busiest of families. 


But what has inspired her to 
choose Italian food to base this 
latest series around? This isn’t 
Nigella’s first taste of the country, 
as she explains: “When I went to 
live in Italy when young, I said I’d 
do anything but clean lavatories; as 
a chambermaid in Florence, that is 
what I ended up doing! But I also 
learned about real Italian food, and 
by the time I’d left I had found my 
spiritual and gastronomic home. 

“I wanted to make a series of my 
sort of Italian food, inspired by the 
ethos and the ingredients, but fused 
with the way we live our lives, here, 
in the UK. I care about ease and 
accessibility, but I care most about 
passion and taste - and it is these 
crucial Italian factors I want to bring 
to the table and the television!” 

And first up on the menu is 
Sicilian pasta with tomatoes, garlic 
and almonds, a family feast of 
tagliata and Tuscan fries, and a 
fiery egg dish designed for late- 
night parties... so good we can 
almost taste it.

Peter is a puzzle for 
boss as Baggies fall

BAGGIES boss Steve Clarke now 
knows all about defeat as a boss. 

And he’s also encountered an enduring 
conundrum for Albion gaffers. 

How to solve a problem like Peter is a 
riddle that occupied the minds of Roberto Di 
Matteo and Roy Hodgson during their time 
at The Hawthorns, writes Steve Madeley. 

After Peter Odemwingie’s moment of 
idiocy left his Baggies side powerless to stem 
the Fulham tide, Clarke will be in no doubt 
that, for all the striker’s intelligent charm 
and match-winning potency, he can be a 
high-maintenance character to manage. For 
a man so bright, likable and exciting, 
Odemwingie possesses a capacity for daft¬ 
ness that is difficult to fathom. 

As he reflected on a vexed afternoon at 
Craven Cottage, Clarke was the latest man 
left to ponder how to best utilise a man 
capable of thrilling and frustrating in 
almost equal measure. 

Indiscretion 

While Saturday’s indiscretion was the 
first offence of violence on his Albion record, 
Odemwingie’s fragile state of mind often 
caused Di Matteo and Hodgson to scratch 
their heads just as Clarke was doubtless 
doing at the weekend. 

His vicious kick at Sascha Riether six 
minutes before half-time gave referee Roger 
East with no alternative but to brandish a 
red card. 

And it left his team-mates and boss to con¬ 
template not just the match that they lost in 
the West London sunshine, but also the 
game that might have unfolded had Albion’s 
most prolific goalscorer of the Premier 
League era retained his cool. 

A Fulham side inspired by the sublime 
coaxing of home debutant Dimitar Berbatov 
might well have proved an irresistible force 
even for an Albion side with a full comple¬ 
ment of players. The frustration for Clarke 
and his players is that they never got the 


opportunity to find out with Odemwingie’s 
dismissal proving to be the moment that 
turned the game the Cottagers’ way. 

By the time the Baggies striker reacted to 
Riether nipping at his ankles by hacking at 
the German’s nether regions, Clarke’s side 
were already 1-0 down thanks to a goal from 
the best player on view with Berbatov 
bending home a 15-yard shot after a tricky 
run from Alexander Kacaniklic. 

And with that dangerous duo a constant 
thorn in Albion’s side along with the eye¬ 
catching right-flank duo of Riether and 
Damien Duff, Clarke’s men were clearly 
second favourites by the time Odemwingie 
took the long walk back to the tunnel. 

The Baggies were flat compared to their 
revious three Premier League games. They 
ad surrendered too much ground to Martin 
Jol’s fired-up team. Yet they were still in 
touch with enough moments of promise to 


suggest that, given a fair wind, they could 
trouble their hosts. 

James Morrison had stung the hands of 
home keeper Mark Schwarzer with a fine 
lOth-minute shot and only a key intercep¬ 
tion by Brede Hangeland had denied Shane 
Long a tap-in before Kacaniklic and Berba¬ 
tov combined for the opener. Hangeland 
blocked again to thwart Jonas Olsson in a 
goalmouth scramble. 

Odemwingie pressed the self-destruct 
button when he lashed out inexplicably at 
Riether and Billy Jones was caught in the 
blast as he fouled Kacaniklic clumsily in 
stoppage-time with Berbatov converting the 
penalty to all but end the game as a contest. 

All that remained for Clarke to hope for 
was a response of spirit and character from 
his squad and, typically, it came as they 
refused to cave in during the second half 
despite the knowledge that their cause was 


pretty hopeless. They struggled to land a 
meaningful blow on their hosts after the 
interval but they refused to stay on the 
canvas with Ben Foster especially impres¬ 
sive, making a string of smart saves to 
prevent more serious damage. 

Only after 89 minutes and a couple of half- 
chances for an Albion consolation did 
Fulham breach the Baggies’ defences for a 
third time as they struck on the break with 
Pajtim Kasami’s cross-shot parried by 
Foster and Rodallega’s header striking the 
post before Steve Sidwell swivelled to blast 
home the final goal. 

It left Clarke to experience a new set of 
emotions as his unbeaten start to life at the 
helm was brought to an end in his fifth 
game.
